THE NOTE TO RUSSIA. 


—_—_— 


Tho British Foreign Office, as 


nowly constituted, has lost little 


time in ffaming a oommunica- 
tion to Russia which ombodies 
our repudiation of the tentative 
troaties negotiated, and approved, 
by the Labour: Ministry. These 
provisional agreements were the 
causo of a.groat deal. of protest 
at tho time, and the {dea of o 
Soviet loan, by which monoy 
could conceivably be supplied to 
the Bolshovista for a furtherance 
of thoir campaign against the 
British Empire, was tho point 
most criticieed. Indood, the 
whole throad of the discussion o8 
to whethor or not Britain and 
Soviet Russia can bocomo truly 
friondly, is this very question of 
propaganda, which must be given 
up definitely by the. Moscow 
Government, both directly and 
by acquiescenco, before any sano 
constituted authority can think 
of a full return to. diplomatic, or 
even morely commorcial, ro- 
Jationships. And it is on the 
snag of propaganda. that the 
treaty schomo has boon wrecked. 


Only the othor day, wo gave 
an oxtract from Zinovioff'’s state- 
mont on‘ his. notorious lettor, 
which, in tho midst of his 
donials, disclosed the true uims 
Russian Communists 
and. thoir detormination te con- 
tinue. their offorts to suborn 
the British working olassos. 
It is interesting, thorefore, to 
obsorvo that this point is laid 
stress to in Mr. Auston Chambor- 
lnin'’s note, whore he says: 
“The pronouncements which 
Zinovieff broadcast throughout 
the world: sro in thomsolvos 
sufficient’ evidonce of ‘the pro- 
paganda | in which the Third 
Internations!, with tho know- 
ledgo 4nd’ conront of © the

not necessarily’ moan tho ond of 
‘Anglo-Soviat nogotiations. If 
thoro bo o resumption of tho 
discussions, wo can bo suro at 
least of tho Moscow dologatos 
approaching us with tho know- 
lodge of oxactly how much, or 
how littlo, thoy nead oxpoct. 


Building Contractors. 


Tho authoritics in Kongmoon 
aro. ovidonily dotermined to keep 
building contractors undor. strict 
control, witness tho new rogulay 
tions which have just been issucd, 
of which wo gavo a summary 
‘a couplo of days ago. By the 
now low, the ‘contractors are 
liconsed and are divided into three 
classes, only the top grado of 
whom aro permitted to tondor for 
works oxceoding a° thousand 
dollars in ‘amount. Moroovor, 
firms which do not hold permite 
(for which paymont has to be 
mado) are prohibited under hoavy 
penalties fro} carrying on busi- 
noss. No explonation ig given as 
to the reasons why this’system is 
being put into force, but that it 
givor tho authoritios very consid- 
crabla control ovor builders is at 
once apparent, Thonows should 
havo a particular interest for local 
contractors, as well as for all who 
have dealings with them. Wedo 
not, of, course, suggest that a 
similar achome should be enforced 
hero, but we know we are voicing 
public opinion when we say that 
it would bo all to the Colony’s 
advantage wore it possible to 
deviso moasures by: which - exiet- 
ing obstacles, standing in’ tho 
way of cheapor and expoditious 
building, could be removod. It is 
common boliof that building 
operations in this Colony are 
controlled by a big ring of con- 
tractors, which ie able to koop 
up prices and in 4@ very large 
meusure control tho labour 
market. That is bad for overy-, 
body excepting profitooring con- 
tractora,and work-shy Iabourers, 
and in that circumstance must 
bo found tho reason for slow 
building and high costs. Tho 
problom is admittedly one which 
it is difficult to solve, but it be- 
comes growingly sorious as timo 
goes on and will ‘eventually havo 
to bo tacklod. Tho “oontractors’ 
ring” needs to.bo broken up—how 
and whon is a matter. which 
might will engage tho sorious 
attontion of the author:ties, In- 
oidontally, Mr. Montaguo Edo's 
sohomo fot proventing strikog (of 
which we give soma dotaile olsc- 
whore) may possibly bo of valuo 
in this direction. : : 


Chinese Schools.- 


We are quite prepared to bo- 
lieve that the allogations mado 
by a corrospondent, whose lottor 
wo publishod on Saturday, with 
rogard to cortain so-called Chinese 
schools in this Colony, reprosont 
the truth. These are to tho offect 
that many: of those schools aro 
situated in stuffy little rooms in 
poor localitios, that thoy are ill- 
equippod and that the teachors 
aro of the most inofficiont typo. 
Such schools, wo aro told, aro 
moroly run-as money-making 
concerns, with no. régard to the 
provision of real . equeational 
facilities. Tho troublo. is, of 
course, that such private echoola, 
which recoive no. grants, donot 
como. under: Government super- 
vision, and we do not soe how it 
can very well bo otherwise. Tho 
remedy lies in- the hands of 
parents, after all. “Thero js no 
compolling olroumstance: requir.
